On how 
many sites today do you get this pheno- 
menon? Very few, I can tell you, and 
why? Because the companies encourage 
personal ambition in each man which 
must, apart from a very few—-and I have 
never had the pleasure of working with 
or meeting them—must breed selfishness, 
greed, intolerance and impatience. If my 
analysis is incorrect, why do these large 
companies place so much emphasis on 
teamwork? They know it is beginning to 
fade away because of the monster they 
themselves created—-ambition. 

Mr. Trench suggests that the root cause 
is the lack of the old type general foreman 
coupled with the increased complexity 
of building today. What utter rubbish! 
Buildings are no more complex today than 
they were 50 years ago. I agree that there 
materials but these were prin 

designed and made to make up 
for the lack of craftsmen and to make 
installations and finishings easier, not 
more difficult. I also agree that there are 
more specialists such as air conditioning 
contractors, but they are specialists, and 
administrators can call upon them 
for their particular knowledge and skill. 

No, Messrs. Trench and Vincent, you 
are quite wrong in your thinking, in fact 
I will go so say that the pur 
port of your discussions is to try to set up 
an educational barrier; since when have 
university graduates had the right to 
claim the prerogatives to management and 
the remainder to inferior positions, danc 
ing attendance upon them? This frankly 
reeks of social class arrogance. 

Your particular thinking is retrograde 
and is developed from shining your 
trousers on boardroom chairs. Get out 
yn to the sites and find out what is wrong 
ind don’t send your minions to do the 
work for you. Get to grips with the 
problem and you will find that it is team 
work that builds buildings: (a) quickly; 
(b) to the budget; (c) to the programme; 
(d) to one’s self-satisfaction as well as to 
the client and one’s employer.

Midlands New Town Investigation 

MR. HENRY BROOKE, the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, has been con- 
sidering the suitability of an area around 
Dawley in Shropshire for a new town to 
house overspill from Birmingham and the 
Black Country. Because of the many old 
mine workings in the Dawley area, the 
Minister has now decided that a special 
investigation will have to be made of the 
possibilities of building a satisfactory 
town there and of the likely extra cost 
due to the nature of the site. In response 
to his request, the Birmingham City 
Council have agreed that their city archi- 
tect, Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler, MA, 
FRIBA, AMTPI, may carry out this 
investigation. Mr. Sheppard Fidler will 
be acting for the Minister and not for the 
city council. He will be provided with 
specialist assistance from the Ministry 
and elsewhere on the question of sub- 
sidence and the reclamation of dereliction 
which are involved. 


Builders at Lunch 

ALWAYS one of the happiest events of 
the London building year, the spring 
luncheon of the London Master Builders’ 
Association (Central Area No. 3) on 
Tuesday brought together a distinguished 
body of members and guests in Cutlers’ 
Hall, EC, under the chairmanship of Mr. 
H. F. Anderson, FIOB. Mr. Percy Bates, 
senior vice-president LMBA, in proposing 
the health of the Area, spoke of the 
work which the LMBA, through its 
central organisation and with the help 
of its eleven Areas, was able to do for 
London builders.

Cambridge Multi-Storey Car Park 


CAMBRIDGE CITY COUNCIL on April 27 
approved a proposal to build a multi- 
storey car park on a site in King-street.

university’s plan was adopted.

A Hundred Years Ago 
From The Builder of May 11, 1861 


PERFUME VAPOURISER.—A simple appara- 
tus, capable of being made very useful 
as a sanitary agent, as well as for the 
diffusion of merely pleasant odours 
through apartments, hospitals, halls, 
theatres, etc., has been invented by Mr. 
E. Rimmel, the well-known perfumer. 
It consists of a vessel heated by a small 
lamp below it, and intended for the 
vaporisation of steam impregnated with

Form and Reform 


THE ASCENDANCY of the British Architec- 
tural Students’ Association is a revolution 
in which the accepted principles and stan- 
dards of education are being seriously 
questioned by the students and some of 
their teachers.

New Roads 


rHE EXHIBITION sponsored by the LC¢ 
featuring the road programme for the 
County of London is on view at Charing 
Cross Underground Station until May 19. 
It is designed, interesting and 
visually exciting, and contains models of 
various well known development projects, 
photographs of work in hand, and draw- 
ings of the more general road develop- 
ment programme for the future. Exhibi- 
tions are intended to give the viewer in 
a very brief period of time an apprecia- 
tion of a particular series of ideas—the 
idea behind them is very like the presen- 
tation of ideas in a film. To take this 
analogy a little further in terms of this 
display, the images and the editing are 
excellent but the script not quite as clear 
as it might be. In consideration of the 
latter there had to be condensed a fan- 
tastic amount of detail. 

The first sequence attempts to give an 
appreciation of what road development is 
going on at this moment. One point put 
forward here is worth considering when 
next confronted by a large hole in the 
road, and it is that it is considerably more 
complicated to construct a road in a city 
than elsewhere. There could have been 
more photographs of road development, 
but then these usually turn out like the 
photographs of a surgical operation, and 
are just about as comprehensible to the 
layman. This does not give much scope 
for the dramatic.

and contains a map of London with the 
major pattern of roads marked on it. This 
is essential if one is to appreciate the 
point that, although the bits that are 
being developed appear to be odd and 
disjointed, they do belong to a complete 
scheme. One point that is put over many 
times in the exhibition is that whatever 
development is carried out it will have 
to be on the basis of scientific survey and 
analysis. It is simple enough for anyone 
to think boldly and dramatically how to 
solve the problem of traffic in London, 
but only a design based on such surveys 
has the slightest chance of solving a prob- 
lem that is not completely evident until 
such surveys are carried out 

Many of the points that are made con- 
cerning the policy that will be adopted 
could be called truisms if this exhibition 
were designed entirely for the expert, but 
the other hand a clear statement of 


on 
some of these aims might well be, and 
already has been, missed out of road 


design schemes. Some of these points are 
well worth mentioning again here 
‘Human needs must not be disregarded.’ 
Without sufficient survey information it 
could happen that a community might be 
cut in half by a trunk road. Again, ‘An 
efficient public transport system must be 
maintained.’ Clearly an alternative to the 
private motor car is necessary purely on 
an economic basis; and ‘ working hours 
staggered.’ It would be useful, one would 
have thought, even on the basis of money 
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partnership of architects and quantity sur 
veyors who have sunk their personal 
identities in an anonymous group title 
with the intention of eventually including 
all the professions connected with the 
design of buildings. I am wholeheartedly 
for this idea of comprehensive practice 
There has been much talk about it and 
around it and J have nothing but admira 
tion for those who have had the courage 
to start. 

I have written of this before in connec 
tion with the builders’ package deal, and 
I am sure [| shall write of it again and yet 
again. In our complicated modern build 
ing world, it is the only way we can hope 
to offer prospective building owners an 
efficient professional service, and the 
sooner this is generally acknowledged and 
a comprehensive scale of fees established, 
the greater the respect we shal! earn from 
our clients. 

If we are looking to the future, it seems 
we must no longer expect to work as in 
dividuals, and when we engage staff we 
must think of their place in the team and 
the contribution they have to make to it, 
rather than of merit as an individual 
Occasionally, no doubt, individual genius 
will assert itself, but for the rank and file 
of us we must learn to work in teams, and 
when an occasional genius does rise in our 


midst we must make sure that, like my 
horse, he is trained to work with the 
team. 


taken over the counter, for shops to work 
two shifts. Truisms, perhaps, but all the 
points presented are definitely valid. 

One of the aims of this exhibition is to 
attract staff to the LCC to help carry out 
this programme and to this end there is 
a wall devoted to a series of illustrations 
showing each stage or operation that is 
involved in the development of a piece 
of road. This is extremely interesting. 
Certainly it is an over-simplification, but 
here is an attempt to show the machine 
at work. The detailed knowledge required 
to complete the cycle from the initial sur- 
vey to the completed road spans about a 
dozen professions. Immediately one’s 
mind is full of questions, such as, how do 
the professions communicate information 
to each other? Do all the professions 
understand what the others are doing ? 
It would make an interesting object for a 
management study. 

As one walks from the exhibition the 
reassurance gained from the fact that 
£200m. will be spent on the roads of 
London before 1980 begins to fade. This 
amounts to just over £10m. a year. What 
modern factory ever spent such a small 
percentage of its total fixed capital on 
the moving of goods, let alone the move 
ment of its personnel ?

Builders’ Successful Claim Against County Council; Contractors 
Lose Appeal Against Damages Award 


Chancery Division, before Mr 
Pennycuick 


A. Roberts & Co. (Holdings) Ltd. v. 
Leicestershire CC 

MR. JUSTICE PENNYCUICK, in the Chancery 
Division on May 3, upheld a claim by A 
Roberts & Co. (Holdings) Ltd., building 
contractors, of Eccleston-street, Victoria, 
London, against the Leicestershire County 
Council, for rectification of a contract for 
the building by the company of Hinckley 
Burbage Secondary Modern School. 

The judge ordered that September 30, 
1955, be inserted in the contract as the 
completion date for the work, in place 
of September 30, 1956. The County 
Council had asserted that the latter date 
was correct, and the one which had 
always been intended. 

His lordship said that the council had 
company's tender, in which 
the company undertook to complete 
within 18 months, but the council had 
inserted in the contract a completion 
date which extended the period to 30 
months. The company failed to notice 
the change 

The date had been altered for the 
benefit of the council and not that of the 
company, because if the company had 
made its tender on the basis of 30 months 
the price would have been higher. 

‘Apparently neither Mr. Ernest D 
Smith, ARIBA (assistant county architect 
for the education section of the council) 
nor Mr. Charles Thornton (the progress 
officer in the architect’s department of 
the council) considered that he was under 
any obligation to call the attention of the 
company to this change,’ said the judge. 

The question was: did Mr. Smith who 
had the handling of the matter know 
that the company believed that the period 
for completion was 18 months? In his 
lordship’s judgment the facts gave rise 
beyond reasonable doubt to the inference 
that he did.

A ‘SPIDERMAN’ who

(as he then was), at Staffordshire Assize

LORD MORRIS said Caulfield was work 
ing 18 to 20 feet above the ground and 
using Spanish windlasses to level a frame 
work which he was fixing to the build 
ing. The Spanish windlasses, consisting 
of three double wires, secured to the wail 
and to the framework, and three bars of 
wood were used to level the framework 

Caulfield was standing with his right 
foot on a nine-inch plank and his left 
foot on the toeplace of the platform when 
he felt it sinking. To avoid losing his 
balance he reached with his left hand 
for support and his thumb and third 
finger were caught in the windlass which 
was revolving very rapidly 

It was common ground that 
in some way dislodged the lever which 
was fixed as well as it could be in the 
circumstances As the majority of the 
Court of Appeal held, in the limited space 
available the use of the Spanish wind 
lasses did subject the workman to un 
necessary and unjustifiable risks. 

His lordship added that it might be 
that in other places and circumstances 
they could safely be used, but in the 
present case it was not practicable to fix 
the tie wires so that the necessary 
measure of security was achieved. 

The Commissioner took an unfavour 
able view of Caulfield as a witness, but 
that did not justify the inference, in the 
any direct evidence, that he 
negligent, even if he was 
clumsy.

SIR KEITH JOSEPH said he agreed with 
all the speeches on the need for overspill. 
There was no more central theme to the 
housing problems. The Minister was 
determined to obtain more overspill 
arrangements by way of expanded towns 
and where it was shown to be necessary, 
by way of new towns, as was instanced 
by the Skelmersdale example which was 
now approaching inquiry. 

He said the overspill site had to recon- 
cile a number of interests. It had to be 
a place where work would be available, 
where ‘the sacrifice of best agricultural 
land would not be necessary and where 
transport would be provided. They must 
not interfere more than was absolutely 
necessary with the priorities of the un- 
employment areas. So that it was not 
just a problem of good or bad will about 
overspill 

There was here an intensely difficult 
problem of Government. A series of 
‘shotgun weddings’ would not achieve 
anything. There had to be some degree 
of ‘ courtship’ between the exporting and 
importing authorities, and a ‘ marriage 
bounty.” The level of that formed the 
subject of the Opposition’s amendment. 

He would agree that the problem of 
getting some expanded or new towns was 
very urgent, but he would ask them to 
accept that urgent though this was at the 
moment, there were enough sites within 
cities with great housing problems to 
enable them to carry on for yet a few 
more years at the present rate of build- 
ing. The effective maximum help under 
the Bill was being raised from £32 to 
£40 per dwelling.

Additional Road Schemes 


SIR BARNETT JANNER aSked the Minister 
of Transport on April 19, in view of the 
fact that the total of estimated new com- 
mitments in respect of new construction 
and major improvement of trunk and 
classified roads given in Civil Estimates 
for 1960-61 was £66.85m. and had now 
been announced to be £98m., what addi-

Although several pleas urging the con 
struction of a national theatre on the 
South Bank were voiced in the Lords on 
April 20, the Government spokesman, 
the EARL OF DUNDEE, Minister without 
Portfolio, gave not the slightest indica 
tion of any change in the Government's 
attitude. He pointed out that the finan 
cial difficulty of agreeing to the proposal! 
was not so much the capital cost as the 
possibility of an indeterminate annual 
liability which might run into a very 
large sum. So far as he knew, nothing 
had been positively proposed about that.

New Telephone Kiosks 


MR. TOM DRIBERG asked the Postmaster 
General on April 26 if he would consider,

BEVINS: ‘I am having prototypes 
made of a new kiosk It has been 
designed by Mr. Neville Conder and 
approved for trial, by both the Council 
of Industrial Design and the Royal Fine 
Art Commission.

MR. DRIBERG wondered if this was the 
one about which an announcement was 
made in 1958. If so, would it not be pos- 
sible to make slightly more rapid pro 
gress? The antique, archaic and quaint 
kiosk was still being put up in large num 
bers outside modern buildings where it 
looked rather incongruous 


MR. BEVINS Said that this was the kiosk 
announced in 1958 and he confessed that 
this had had a somewhat chequered 
history. There had been a number of 
technical difficulties in connection with 
this prototype, the main one being to find 
some method of making the coin box 


part of the structure of the kiosk so that 
it could not be ripped out 
sundry.

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Modernisation of Post Offices 


MR. BEVINS, Postmaster-General, told 
the Commons on April 26 that he hoped 
to modernise all their older public post 
offices, about 1,000 of them all told, in 
the next seven or eight years. In the 
current year he hoped to deal with about 
one hundred. Work on 25 had already 
started or was about to start, and plans 
for the others were well advanced. This 
work supplemented the ordinary Post 
Office building programme. 


Restaurant in Radio Tower 


A restaurant is to be embodied in the 


radio tower which the Post Office is to 
erect in Central London This was 
announced by MR. BEVINS, Postmaster 


General, in a written answer on April 26 
to CAPT.

from time to time which roads should 
remain or become trunk roads. The im 
plications of this are not pursued in the 
Report. Presumably the Minister would 
be the highway authority for such trunk 
roads, and this could lead to the position 
that the trunk roads (which are the most 
important roads, with vital implications 
for planning) would * fall out of planning.’

The ‘ Microdistrict’ 
Town Planning in the USSR 


FROM A 


IN AN ARTICLE in the Russian journal 
* Nauka i Zhizn’ (‘ Science and Life ') two 
Soviet architects—A. Zhuravlyov and M. 
Fyodorov—set out to explain the mean- 
ng of * microdistrict,’ a word that nowa- 
days crops up frequently in the USSR in 
connection with town planning 

* Microdistricts’ are already playing a 
key role in urban construction. The archi 
tects point out that, merely by expanding 
the residential unit from an area of 7-10 
acres to one of 50-75 becomes 
possible to undertake urban building on 
new lines, providing an opportunity to 
create large residential sections with many 
cultural and catering establishments, green 
open spaces and grounds for recreation 
ind sports. A large grouping of this kind 
s called a ‘ microdistrict.’ 

The architects insist that it is 
merely a grouping of blocks of flats, but 
an organic architectural entity in which 
individual buildings are located in accord- 
ince with the general laws of composition 
They cite the example of a new *‘ micro- 
district’ now rising in the tractor works 
district of Chelyabinsk. A _ rectangular 
irea of about 65 acres is bounded on all 
sides by city streets. Through traffic is 
excluded and side roads lead only to 
nearby shops and houses. The buildings 
themselves are arranged in such a manner 
that all the flats get an equal amount of 
sunlight. The shops, school, club, and 
sports grounds are situated in a green zone 
n the centre of the ‘ microdistrict’ and 
residents can reach any of estab 
lishments within a few minutes. 

A ‘ microdistrict ’ of this type is planned 
for about 6,000 people, but may also be 
larger A big residential section for 
12,000 people is being erected near a large 
park in Noviye Kuzminki, in Moscow’s 
south-eastern area

ment of catering, educational and cultural 
services. Large catering establishments ; 
model dining rooms and cafeterias with 
better food than can be provided at home; 
various kinds of shops, and universal 
agencies—all these will replace the 
domestic kitchen and obviate petty house- 
hold chores. Boarding schools, kinder- 
gartens and créches will make life easier 
in many ways. Thus there will be no 
need for kitchen premises, storage rooms, 
servants’ quarters, etc With services 
organised on the new basis, it is stated, 
women will be freed from unproductive 
drudgery and the conditions in which the 
younger generation are brought up will 
also be greatly improved. 


Communal Living 


The construction of new club premises, 
gymnasiums, swimming pools, libraries 
and rooms for music and the other arts, 
where people will be able to satisfy varied 
tastes and interests, will eliminate the 
need for personal libraries and other 
premises for individual work at home. In 
this way new and better forms of public 
amenity will eliminate the need for flats 
with a large number of rooms. 

New types of living quarters are being 
developed along the lines of uniting estab- 
lishments for public purposes with 
residential premises. This trend was 
reflected in many architectural projects 
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presented at the USSR Exhibition of 
Town Building in the spring of last year. 

In plans presented by the Special Archi 
tectural Designing Office in Moscow, the 
problem is solved in this manner: 

A group of blocks of flats is linked by 
a gallery in which different premises and 
enterprises providing communal services 
are situated. The people living in the 
flats can go to the dining room, the recrea 
tion room, the service agency, etc., along 
warm passageways. A group of Kiev 
architects have suggested that several 
types of buildings combining both residen 
tial quarters and communal premises 
under a single roof should be established 
in new * microdistricts.’ 

An interesting proposal concerning the 
future development of towns was recently 
submitted by G. Gradov, corresponding 
member of the USSR Academy of Con 
struction and Architecture. He put for 
ward a plan for a new type of residential 
area in which the ‘ public sector’ 
siderably exceeded the present standards 
According to this plan, most of the 
children will be brought up in kinder 
gartens, créches and boarding schools 
located near their homes. Instead of ful! 
size kitchens, the flats will have small 
kitchenettes. It is expected that the 
public dining rooms will provide such ex 
cellent meals and variety that the idea 
of home-cooking will not appeal to any 
one. 

This plan, in the opinion of Zhuravly 
and Fyodorov, shows that the transfe1 
some of the household functions from 
flat to communal premises will make 
possible to solve the new problems w 
out increasing building costs.

Box-Frame Construction 
Economic Swedish Method 


THE ALLBETONG (ALL-CONCRETE) box-frame 
construction method developed by AB 
Skanska Cementgjuteriet, Swedish con- 
tractors, at the beginning of the 1950s in 
order to reduce building costs and labour 
is being increasingly adopted in Sweden, 
company reports in a recent survey 
of the latest projects to which the 
s applied is a residential area in 
South Sweden, with 720 apart

Basically, the method entails pouring a 
monolithic box-frame structure of con 
crete.

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Fire Precautions in Buildings 


Address to London Accident Prevention Group 


A TALK on ‘The Factories Act, 1959: 
Provisions Relating to Fire Precautions’ 
was given recently by MR. R. E. S. WHIL- 
LOCK, AMIFIREE, Assistant Divisional 
Officer, London Fire Brigade, at a meet- 
ing of the London Building and Engineer- 
ing Contractors’ Accident Prevention 
Group.

direct annual fire loss, which in 1960 
amounted to £43m. This figure did not 
reflect the consequential losses caused to 
production, and possible loss of employ- 
ment, nor did it take into consideration 
loss of life or injury. 

The Factories Act of 1959, which 
amends and extends the provisions of the 
Factories Acts of 1937 and 1948, fulfilled 
a long delayed need and gave the fire 
brigades for the first time the oppor- 
tunity to take part in the improvement of 
fire protection arrangements in factories 
other than by way of advice on requests 
from factory occupiers and owners. 

The speaker gave the following brief 
summary of the relative sections of the 
1959 Act dealing with fire prevention and 
precautions 


said country 


Sec. 9 (Means of Escape).—Trans 
fers from district councils to the fire 
authorities the duty of examining and 
certifying means of escape, except in 
London where the provisions of the 
1937 Act are still applicable. 

Sec. 10 (Means of Escape).—Pro- 
cedural and miscellaneous provisions 
regarding the examination and certifi- 
cation of means of escape. 

Sec. 11 (Fire Prevention).—-Em- 
powers the Minister of Labour to 
make regulations in respect of the in- 
ternal fire precautions in factories and 
will probably cover such items as 
general cleanliness (i.e., housekeep- 
ing), internal structure, use of special 
plant, processes and equipment, and 
also the storage and use of inflam- 
mable liquids and substances. 

Sec. 12 (Fire-fighting).—Refers to 
the compulsory provision of fire 
appliances in factories, their mainte- 
nance and use, and for the calling of 
the fire brigade in case of fire. 

Sec. 13 (Safety provisions in case of 
fire).—This is a very important sec- 
tion as a fire warning system is now 
compulsory in every factory, the 
means of escape from which are re- 
quired to be certified under Sec. 34 
of the 1937 Act. 

Sec. 14.—Gives the Minister power 
to designate the arrangements neces- 
sary in connection with the fire warn- 
ing system, i.e., instruction to em- 
ployees on procedure in case of fire, 
and their familiarity with the means 
of escape from the building. 


Sec. 16 (Testing of fire-warning 
systems).—Fire brigades recommend 
the daily testing of a fire alarm 


system, which, if carried out at a pre- 
determined time and for just suffi- 
ciently long enough to ensure that the 
system is working, should not cause 
any confusion, 

Sec. 17 (Powers of entry).—HMIF 
can authorise fire brigade officers to 
enter and inspect for the purpose of 
reporting to the factory inspector any 
matters falling within the inspector’s 


duties relating to fire. 

The speaker then referred to the for 
midable task confronting the London 
Fire Brigade by virtue of the many thou 
sands of factories which will have to be 
surveyed. He said that there were some 
frightening problems as quite a number 
of factories were housed in totally un 
suitable buildings, many of which were 
nothing more than converted dwelling 
houses. He went on to give examples of 
fires in these places and emphasised that 
smoke, heat and fumes were often far 
more dangerous to the occupants than 


the fire itself. He said that no charge 
was ever made in cases of fire or 
humanitarian services and the fire 


brigade should be called immediately to 
any fire, however small. 


Importance of Fire Drills 
Regular fire drills were very necessary, 


one of the important points being to 
familiarise employees with alternative 
means of escape. Fire could happen to 
anybody. 


A member asked whether members of 
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the staff of firms should not be instructed 
in the isolation of fires. MR, WHILLOCK 
said that in most big buildings there were 
isolating doors and these, even if auto- 
matically operated in case of fire, should 
be closed when the building was empty. 
The person in charge of the building, or 
where there was a floor or departmental 
fire officer, should see that the fire-fight- 
ing equipment was in order and always 
readily available. He should also see to 
the closing of doors in the event of fire. 

On the question of joinery shops, good 
housekeeping was of prime importance. 
Smoking was a problem which was diffi- 
cult to control even where inflammable 
materia] was involved. The construction 
of the building should be of the standard 
required by the by-laws. Open electric 


fires and oil stoves were undesirable, 
and fire extinguishers should be avail- 
able. 


In relation to fire precautions in high 
buildings under construction, Mr. 
Whillock said it was desirable to install 
dry or internal wet rising mains as the 
building rises. Unfortunately, control 
could only be exercised directly over 
buildings of excess cube or height, but 
contractors, if in doubt and in their own 
interests, should consult the fire brigade 
about suitable precautions. 


European Timber Markets 


Record Imports of Sawn Softwoods 


SAWN SOFTWOOD imports by European 
countries during the year 1960 should 
establish a new record for the post-war 
period. Consumption has reached high 
levels, wholesale merchants and retailers 
are rebuilding their stocks, and require- 
ments have generally been met at prices 
which, though having risen from the low 
points reached in 1958/59 still remain 
below the highest levels attained in 1957. 
These are some of the conclusions to be 
found in the latest ‘ Timber Bulletin for 
Europe '* published jointly by the Secre- 
tariats of the United Nations Economic 
Commission for Europe (ECE) and the 
Food and _ Agriculture Organisation 
(FAQ). 

The demand for sawnwood remained 
generally strong into the third quarter, 
stimulated by high levels of all-round 
economic activity. Importers have rebuilt 
stocks while meeting increasing require- 
ments, and producers of sawnwood have 
responded with great flexibility to the 
importers’ demands. As the year pro- 
gressed these additional requirements 
moved prices of sawn goods upwards; in 
consequence there were corresponding 
increases in the prices paid at the autumn 
log and stumpage sales. Nonetheless, 
continues the Bulletin, there appears to 
be a gradual slowing down in the rate of 
growth in the housing sector, and some- 
what of a waiting attitude has been 
adopted by importers. 

Notwithstanding some 
outlook, buyers at the 
stumpage sales in Sweden purchased 
more raw material at somewhat higher 
prices than at the corresponding period 
of 1959. In Finland, too, greater 
amounts were offered and taken up than

the previous year; about 20 million cu. 


m. in all, at average prices about 12 per 
cent higher than in 1959. In France, sub 
stantial increases in the prices for 
coniferous and hardwood were also 


recorded at the autumn stumpage sales, 
and in Western Germany, prices for 
roundwood recovered after a short-lived 
setback. 

In the northern European countries 
output of sawn softwood during the first 
three quarters of 1960 was at or near 
full capacity, in line with the general 
trend of economic expansion. 

The rise in imports of sawn softwood 
continued into the third quarter of 1960 
and 9-month totals of European imports 
are 10 per cent higher than last year’s. 
The United Kingdom reports receiving 
1,305,000 stds. for the first nine months, 
which was 265,000 stds. more than 
imports by the same time in 1959. On 
the Continent, with the exception of 
France, sawn softwood importing coun- 
tries received increased amounts. 

The ECE Bulletin concludes that while 
the economic outlook in Europe is 
reasonably encouraging and high levels 
of industrial production and construc- 
tion should continue, current growth 
rates do not appear likely to be sustained. 
Consequently, the 1961 forecasts, made 
by the ECE’s Timber Committee in Octo- 
ber, 1960, envisioning a slight falling-off 
in the sawn softwood trade for the forth- 
coming year, do not seem to require 
change.

Farm Buildings 


Views Expressed at the Farm Buildings Conference at Norwich 


Among the considerations discussed at the Farm Buildings Conference, held 
at Norwich on March 24 under the auspices of the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food, were the importance of their design and construction 
by experts, the necessity for well-thought out landscaping, choice of materials 
for their flexibility and character, prefabricated components and buildings, 


and the desirability of closer liaison with materials manufacturers. 


Extracts 


from three of the papers submitted to the conference are given below. 


An Architect's View 


Paper by B. M. 


GREAT CHANGES are taking place in farm 
ing and these are affecting the types of 
building required. It is only recently 
that real progress has begun to be made 
with the functional design of farm build- 
ings, and developments are constantly 
under way. Changes in farming technique 
are bound to affect the design of farm 
buildings, and as farming in the west 
country differs from that in Norfolk, it is 
only logical to expect different types of 
buildings to evolve. Technical develop- 
ments and the design of buildings do in 
fact support one another. There is the 
problem of providing these new buildings 
at the right cost, and a lot of research 
is needed to establish the correct way of 
doing things and to provide the right 
ventilation and heating for farm stock. 
The farm buildings adviser’s job is to 
relate the latest in farming research to the 
latest in building technique. 

Building costs are always considered 
too high but in fact farm buildings are 
being provided at between 8s. and 
14s. 6d. per sq. ft. of covered area and 
this is absolutely rock bottom, and leaves 
little scope for choice in material or 
method of construction. The general 
solution is the use of portal frames in 
stee] or concrete or timber trusses, with 
a lightweight cladding and blocks or 
bricks up to a height of about 5 ft., with 
an asbestos cement roof. Building 
economics therefore lead one to consider 
larger spans than hitherto. 


Cladding Problems 


To deal with the problem of cladding, 
asbestos cement is generally used and 
may at first sight appear cheap and suit- 
able. However, if it comes too close to 
the ground it often gets broken, especi- 
ally at the corner of the building. Repair 
can be difficult with the possibility of 
breaking another sheet, especially since 
the sheeting can get very brittle with age. 
Compare the advantages and disadvan- 
tages of a wall clad with asbestos cement 
and one clad in rough 7 in. by 1 in. deal 
boarding pressure impregnated with 
creosote. The wall is 100 ft. long and 
18 ft. high, and has a plinth of brickwork 
up to 5 ft. The wall clad in timber, 
though initially more expensive, has a 
greater degree of flexibility and a higher 
salvage value. It is this desire for flexi- 
bility that has prompted the use of 
framed buildings and this in turn has 
opened the way to the provision of stan- 
dardised prefabricated buildings. 

Farmers are suspicious of architects 
(the experience being based on the older

generation who were not functionally 
minded) but sometimes do use their ser- 
vices. There is a strong ‘do it yourself’ 
desire which I appreciate. One can see 
the economic advantages of the self- 
reliant attitude, and indeed I support the 
idea that every farmer should also have a 
concrete mixer. The farmer often sees 
that he can save the 334 per cent grant 
and a bit more by using odd bits of 
material that are lying about on the farm, 
but the result is a sort of shanty town 
over which the planning authority has no 
control. Often they are bad buildings 
put up in the wrong place, just slapped 
up and then allowed to decay. The 
policy of ‘cheap at any price’ can be 
very expensive. 

There is a need, however, for well 
designed small buildings as adjuncts to 
the larger buildings for which the farmer 
will almost certainly employ a building 
contractor and possibly an architect or 
land agent. One definition of an archi- 
tect is that he is a chap who draws out 
your mistakes before you build them 
but at least this does give you a chance 
to correct your mistakes! Your building 
should be like a piece of machinery 
designed to do the job, and sited in rela- 
tion to the rest of the farm buildings. This 
siting is a skilled job and one of the 
reasons why so many of the new build- 
ings look wrong is that they are badly 
sited in relation to other buildings and 
the landscape. The problem is to fit these 
new buildings into the Norfolk land- 
scape, and try to do it as well as the old 
mellow brick and pantile or thatch build- 
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ings. Bringing new building into the 
countryside presents special problems, 
both in view of their size and the use of 
modern synthetic materials such as asbes- 
tos cement. 


The size of new farm buildings makes 
consideration of levels most important. 
Correct siting is the biggest problem of 
all, and this comes from detailed consi- 
deration of the layout and work planning; 
there is often reluctance to take enough 
space for the correct layout. Lessons can 
be learnt from the old buildings. Walls 
were in differing and often contrasting 
material from the roofs. Roof lines were 
often broken or varied, and eaves were 
well defined. 


From the point of view of fitting into 
the landscape I do find that new asbestos 
cement side walls are altogether too glar- 
ing, but one can accept it as a roofing 
material if there is a wall of contrasting 
colour and texture. Lastly, let us not 
forget that however hideous a building, 
if trees are planted around it nobody will 
see it when the trees mature. Ugliness, 
which many of us object to, if traced back 
to its origins is due to clumsy thinking 
and ‘ ad hoc’ decisions. It can be avoided 
by planning design and detailing. 


Exercise in Collaboration 


In a group discussion session dele- 
gates were asked by the EARL OF 
LEICESTER to suggest a scheme for a new 
covered bullock yard to replace existing 
yards near the 18th-century Great Barn 
on the Holkham Estate in Norfolk. Their 
task was to design a technically up-to- 
date covered yard in keeping with the 
appearance of the brick and slate con- 
struction of the Great Barn. 


Yorkshire boarding was one of the 
most favoured materials proposed, with 
coloured asbestos and impregnated tim- 
ber as possible alternatives. Bricks in 
sympathy with those of the existing build- 
ing were also a popular choice. MR. J. 
NOEL WHITE, MA, deputy director of the 
Council of Industrial Design later ex- 
pressed the hope that the exercise would 
be an example to manufacturers of mass- 
produced products, an example which was 
badly needed. 


The Design of Farm Buildings 
Paper by J]. Noél White, MA 


DURING THE TWENTIETH CENTURY mechani- 
sation has changed the face of our 
countryside, particularly the downlands 
and the hedgerows. In my view the 
change has improved productivity and the 
environment. With this on the credit 
side it is natural that those who care for 

and subsidise—our rural areas should 
express their anxiety concerning the great 
expansion of agricultural building which 
is rightly being promoted by the Ministry 
of Agriculture. Where standards exist 
it is even more important to maintain 
them. 

Farm buildings are of increasing import- 
ance to the prosperity of agriculture, and 
the rapid rate of building which is 
developing is a threat to the landscape 
unless the buildings are well designed. The 


Ministry of Agriculture has set aside 
£50m. over the next decade or so to meet 
one-third of the cost of such capital 
development. What should be done about 
these buildings? In the long run I believe 
that there will be a radical rethinking of 
the design of farm buildings which will 
bring them more into line with the latest 
results of the method study of farming 
operations. By skilful application of this 
knowledge and inspired design the com- 
ponents will become more versatile, 
structurally stronger and better archi- 
tecturally. 

Meanwhile it is important to improve 
the standard product so that by design 
better protection is given to fragile 
materials, the detailing of existing com- 
ponents achieves some architectural form, 
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for suspended ceilings

The materials—concrete, steel, timber, 
asbestos—-used in these buildings are not 
disreputable. Designed well they can pro- 
duce buildings of distinction—each has its 
own properties which can be exploited in 
a modern way for a modern function.

In the 
old days indigenous materials and farm 
planning based on manhandling, produced 
a compact group which harmonised with 


the landscape. In the new situation I 
would suggest that the design of pre- 
fabricated buildings should pay more 


attention to: 
(a) Pitch in relation to the general 
proportion of the building, and modern 
methods of ventilation and insulation. 
(b) The fitting and junction of the 
component parts particularly at gable 
ends 
(c) The protection of lower courses, 
the edges of cladding at corners, and of 
down spouts.

It is usually the sum total of 
failings rather than any single one which 
produces the aggressively badly designed 
building. For instance a 224° pitch looks 
quite on a large span with a con 
trasting walling, but on a short span with 
the same sheets of small corrugations on 
the roof and four walls it creates an ugly 
vulnerable box.

The Importance of Cladding 


A change of tone or profile between 
roof and wall, and in most situations a 
low rather than a high tone is preferable, 
although in stone areas the lighter tones 
can fit in very well—or again look well in

Farm Buildings in the Landscape 
Paper by R. 1. Maxwell, FRICS, MTPI, MIMunE 


IF WE ARI TO DEVISE a system 
under which agricultural buildings can 
be efficient and economical, look well in 
themselves and contribute to the overall 
appearance of the countryside, it is 
essential for those who design them and 
those who erect them to realise their full 
responsibilities. It is not enough for a 
building to be ‘ acceptable.’ It has to be 
a good building, in every sense. 


GOING 


What points have to be considered in 
the design of an agricultural building? 
First and foremost, it must, of course, be 
capable of serving its purpose efficiently 
If it does not do this, it has failed in its 
primary purpose and no degree of success 
in any other direction will counteract this 
failure. Second, it must be economical 


which is not the same thing as being 
‘cheap.’ It must be within the limits of 
the farmer's pocket, allowing for any 
financial assistance which may be avail 
able to him, and must be reasonable in 
price in return for what it offers and in 
relation to its expectation of life. The 


cheapest building is not necessarily the 
most economical, and the cost of main 
tenance has to be taken into account. 


Third, it must be a good-looking building 
in itself, and fourth, it must be of a 
design which, in the particular setting In 
which it is to be placed, will enable it to 
fit in well with its surroundings 


So far as fitting into the landscape is 
concerned, the design of the building is 
naturally one major factor, and the 


second, complementary, one is the siting 
A farm building is provided to meet a 
specific need, and this need often exists 
in one definite place, leaving no room for 
compromise. However, in other cases 
there may be the possibility that the 
siting can be varied—either by a radical 
change of site or by a slight adjustment 
of the position in relation to the setting 
or to other nearby buildings To take 
the extreme example, no planning officer 
would be fool enough to object to the 
placing of a water-tower on the top of 
a hill on the grounds that it was very 
conspicuous there, and there are many 
other cases in which the siting of an 
agricultural building may be determined 
by purely utilitarian factors There are, 


however, other cases in which, by an 
adjustment of the site or design, the 
building can be made much more accept 


able visually and still its 

With regard to the materials of which 
farm buildings are constructed I have a 
fairly open mind We have already 
established that the buildings must be 


efficient and not too expensive, and these 


serve purpose.

Colour and Design 


Colour is important, but it is not 
necessarily desirable to try to hide the 
building. The crofters’ cottages are an 
outstanding example of how a building 


can be a striking feature in a landscape 
and yet not only fit into it, but even 
contribute to it. The essential thing is 
that we should think of the effect which 
the building will have on its surroundings 


before we decide upon its design and 
colour. 

The new building techniques, and the 
new materials, are a challenge to us 


They are not necessarily unacceptable in 
a landscape, and we do not have to follow 
the old designs or the old methods any 
more slavishly in the open countryside 
than we do in a cathedral precinct. The 
materials and methods can be used 
to advantage, but we must think what 
the buildings are going to look like before

CONTINLCED PROGRESS 
FULL CURRENT ORDER BOOK 


The Ordinary Annual General Meeting of Josiah Parkes & 
Sons Limited was held on May 5 at Willenhall, Mr. C. W 
Parkes, J.P. (Chairman and Joint Managing Director) presiding 

The following is an extract from his circulated statement 

The accounts shew a rise in profits before tax of 7 per cent 
over the previous year’s figure, which does indicate continued 
progress by the company. Turnover shewed a greater rise than 
this, but profit margins were again narrower, and costs are 
still rising in almost every direction 

Parent Company: The intake of orders was maintained 
throughout the year at a very high level for both home and 
export trade. Although stretched to the limit of capacity the 
factories were not able to cope fully with all the demands made 
on them, so that we ended the year with a considerably heavier 
load of orders on hand. In the autumn we experienced a fall 
in the demand from the motor trade but we were able to 
transfer the resources so released on to other work, without 
any appreciable effect on our total output 

Edwin Showell & Sons Ltd.: A very large increase in turnover 
created an unprecedented demand on factory capacity and 
brought with it many problems and difficulties. Much effort 
has been devoted to methods of increasing rapidly the rate 
of production, which are now shewing results, but in the interim 
it was impossible to maintain the standard of service to 
customers that we regard as desirable and normal. The com 
pany earned a profit during the year, but less than was expected, 
and action has now been taken which it is hoped will result 
in an improvement in the earnings ratio 

Josiah Parkes & Sons (South Africa) Ltd.: Despite the 
widely reported political problems of South Africa, this com 
pany enjoyed a very successful year, both as regards turnover 
and earnings 


Buildings and Plant 

Additions to Land and Buildings during the year cost £40,386 
involving developments at each of the factories in the group 
An extension of the Portobello, Willenhall factory was com 
pleted and brought fully into use during the year, and further 
extensions are now planned to provide improved warchousing 
and despatch facilities. Additional land adjoining the South 
African factory has been bought to provide for future exten- 
sions The construction of a new bay to provide improved 
warehouse and despatch facilities at Stirchley has been approved 
and is now under construction. 

Total expenditure on new plant and equipment amounted 
to £75,922 against a provision of £48,651 for depreciation 
indicating a continued expansion of capacity. Both plant and 
buildings have been maintained at a high standard of efficiency 


Accounts 

The group trading profit for the year was £360,158, compared 
with £336,447 in the previous year, an increase of £23,711 or 
7 per cent. Due to the increase in the rate of Profits Tax, 
the total taxation provision in these accounts requires approxi 
mately 46 per cent of earnings against 44 per cent in the 
previous year, and net available profit after tax shews an 
increase of only £7.400 over 1959 

The proposed final dividend of 11 per cent, with the interim 
dividend paid of 4 per cent, will make a total distribution of 
15 per cent for the year, which is a small increase over the 
previous year 

Outlook for 1961 

We have again started the year with a very full order book 
and all the indicators suggest continuation of a high level 
of demand It seems that the building and constructional 
industries will be very active for some years ahead, not only 
in the UK, but in most countries of the world, and this will 
involve a continued big demand for hardware The motor 
trade recession last year appears to have been only temporary 
There seems every likelihood therefore, of maintaining, or 
even increasing, turnover 

As I said last year however, the difficult problem is the 
continual rise in costs. To the extent that they are not matched 
by higher output, they must sooner or later be reflected in 
increased selling prices, with a tendency to weaken our com- 
petitive position in overseas trade. It is now well recognised 
that exports are an essential element in the country’s economy 
and they are equally important in the economy of this company 
So far and as long as possible we try to absorb these cost in- 
creases but there are limits to the extent that this can be done. 

Once again therefore, I must temper optimism regarding 
the future with the recognition of the possibility of yet more 
reductions in profit margins
